The New York Herald publishes the- 


GeRowinz description of the terrific 
Rembardment of che Russian positions 
am the Yalu on April 30th and the 
amtecquent sterming of the heighis by 
@e Japanese infantry. Of the ter- 
mabe effects of the bombardment the 
@erresponce:t says: 

Ibe moment the Russian zuns be- 
gum to bark the Japanese guns were 
@erned on then and a perfect hail of 
abrapnel was poured over the battery 
peificn. Several batteries were en- 
gaged in the work, and the fire was 
@errible. The air seemed filled with 
shells and their rush was like the roar 
ef a strong wind through a forest of 
games. Pe‘ore the first shell from 2 
gwen had found its mark, the second 
was on its way. It seemed that noth- 
jez could live under such a fire, and 
@ts accuracy was as deadlr as its rap- 
Mily. 

The practice of the Japanese gun- 
zmcs was a revelation. Men who have 
een through many campaigns were 
amazed at it and declared that never 
had they seen anything like it. How 
many guns were cngaged we could nct 
@etimate and the Japanese would not 
@cli, but there were certainly several 
Ratfieries and it took but a short time 
& convince the Russian gunners in 
&aheir battery, back of the Ai river, 
Sbhet it would be well for them to scek 
eerer father than to try to continue 
fimg at a mark they: could not reach. 
Their fire died away, and presently 
eexre] altogether. 

Pet how they took it up furtier 
zleng the line. It seemed to be in their 
minds that the Japanese were about 
@o endeavor to force a crossing from 
Firteito Island. There was only a 
@mz2il force of Japanese on the island 
Ret some of them were moving about 
amd could be seen quite plainiy from 
where we were, and, of course, from 
@be Russian position. 

The guns on the conical rock and in 
@he batteries near it opened on Kin- 
fmto and for a few minutes delivered 
a terrific fire. The sheils struck all 
aver the isiand. .Every ruined hut, 
every clump of willows, and every 
Reap of sand, and anything that 
Reoked as if it might afford the slight- 
@si cover for any Japanese, received 
a hail of fire. There was an enerzy 
we it that was desperate. It was as 
@ the Russians thought their one re- 
maining chance was in the shelling of 
Kinicito. 

But if they did they reckoned with- 
aut due consideration of the strength 
w the artillery of the Japanese. When 
Rhe guns from the southern bank of 
tbo Yalu began to reply to the Rus- 
sixn fire the carth shook with the con- 
eusstion. The fire had been fierce be- 
fare, but now it was more than doub- 


§ad. 

There sesmed to be no limit to the 
speed with which the Japanese could 
handle their guns. All aiong tie line 
ef Russian hills the shells were burst- 
ang, and now the howitzers joined 
their barking to the awfal din of the 
field guns and the spots of black 
smoke rising from the places where 
they struck showed where the com- 
mon shell was going. The war gongs 
were sounding on bcth sides of the 
Yalu and the roar rose over the val- 
Yy with the roll and shock of thun- 
ger. For an hour it continued with un- 
diminished energy and through it all 
the men on the hills on the northern 
side hurried along towards their goal 
abere the Russian position. 

Neo force could withstand for lonc 
guch 2 pounding as the Japanese were 
giving their enemy. The Russians had 
bean firing rapidly, but the Japanese 
shells vastly outnumbered theirs. That 
was not all; the Russian practice was 
fairly good, but that of the Japanese 
was immensely better. The accuracy 
ef the gunners on the Corean side was 
awful. Above one spect on the conical 
weck, where the Russians were trying 
te work their guns, I counted 10 puffs 
ef white smoke, showing that ten 
shrapnel had burst almost simultan- 
eously. Every one had found its 
werk. 

Net the stoutest heart can muake 
human flesh and bleod stand that. No 
finer bravery can be shown than that 
exhibited by the Russian defenders of 
ghe position, but bravery alene would 
wet suffice. 

Now the failure to do thks pre- 
Neminary work revealed itself. The 
BRucsians had not prepared themselves 
fer amy such struggle. And strive as 
the bravest might they were dcomed 
tode‘eat. Their fire slackened and died 
away. The Japanese were masters 
and they recognized it--masters in 
mumber of guns, masters in the rapid- 
#ty of firc and masters in its accur- 
aay. 

As the Russians ceased to fire the 
Jepanece guns slowel dewn and soon 
sxopped altegether. By noon the ral- 
ley had ceased to rock and roar with 
he noise of contest, and lay again 
pereeful and smiling in the sunlight. 
The men coming down the hills on 
the Manchurian side stayed their 
Reerrying fect and sat down to rest 
gad eat the rice from the little bas-

ssi 
ket; they carried on their backs. It 
was as quiet as if there had never 
been a thought of war. 

There was net long to rest. The 
Russians were not disposed to Zive up 
ezsily. Half or three-quarters of an 
hour they waited. Then the guns be- 
gan again. Still thes sought their old 
werk. The men on the hills above 
them were left to advance as they 
pleased, while Kintcito and the bat- 
teries along the shore immediately 
above and below Wiju received a new 
scourge of shells. 

Bet these batteries were none the 
less ready than they had been in the 
merning and soon the angry clamor 
of the guns was as loud and fierce 
as ever. The Japanese shells searched 
every corner oi the Russian position 
and the shrapnel fell along the Mus- 
covit2 line in a hail of lead and steel. 

Mo:t terrible of all was the fire de- }, 
livered upon the devoted conical rock. 
That was the centre upon which most 
of the Japanese gunners expended 
their energy. This time it was cover-{ 
ed with shrapnel and the big howit- 
sers beat its crest with their common 
shell. 

At last the Russians gave up the 
effort to work their guns there and 
the horses were brought up to take 
them away. It was all plainly to be 
seen from the Japanese side and the 
guns seemed inspired by new activity. 
Their roar voiced an implacable hat- 
red as they strove to defcat the Rus- 
sian intentions. 

Now began a woncerful and deadly 
gume. The howitzers played aleng the 
cre-t of the rock with their common 
shell and the field guns filled the air 
above it with shrapnel. A haze of 
smoke from the bursting shells hover- 
ed above the rock, and through this 
haze could be seen Russians strugyl- 
ing to get their guns away. For 
fifty yards cr more .hey bad to go in 
plein sight, and many a brave fellow 
met his death in the gallant effort. 

No more terrible fire was ever de- 
licvered by any guns, than the Japan- 
ese poured upon that spot. Men and 
herses were scen to fall, and then a 
common shell struck the timber of 
one of tae guns, and the flash and 
roar which followed showed plainly 
whet had happened. 

The atienpt to save the guns was 
over and the bhaitery was lost. 

Next day when the victorious Jap- 
aresce Climbed on the conical rock 
and along the trench that led from it 
they found the ruins of the guns. In 
their defcat the Russians had saved 
what thez could and had not neglect- 
ed to desitrey ar throw away the 
breech locks. 

The destruction of this battery was 
the last burst of the angry artillery 
dvel. When it wasover the fire soon 
ceased, save that now and then a shell 
somewhare barked a horse warning. 
The line of men on the Manchurian 
hills had crawited down to a position 
immediately above the Ai river, and 
when increasing darkrffess shut out 
further sight of what was going on 
it was all too evident ihat the Rus- 
sian de’enee of the Yalu was defeated. 

Of the infantry attack and the 
-tormsing of the heights, the corres- 
pondert gives the following vivid des 
eri tion: 

Soon ater seven o'clock the two 
lines of the Guards and the second 
division joined, and then the whole 
line swung in a direction toward the 
Ai river. it was nol long in coming 
within range of the rifles of the Rus- 
siars in the trenches along tha hitts, 
and ihe roil of small arms announced 
the opening of the infantry action. 

The fight for the Lalu was on at 
la:t in desperate earnest. Down went 
the Japanese advance [lat on the sand 
and the crash of volleys was added to 
the rear of guns, which ail tLe time 
kept playing on the Russians, The 
field guns of the Guards division and 
some of the guns of the twelfth divi- 
sion had been put into position on the 
strip of low ground that connects 
Tiger Hill with the mainland, and 
While the guns on Ku:teito and Chin- 
Ping islands hammered the Russian 
position from the front, these guns 
raked the hills from the flank, seat- 
tering their shropnel along every 
edge dad gully and searching every 
spor which might offer cover to a 
Russian rifleman. 

The big howitzers down on the sand 
ef Chin-Ping roared and beliowed and 
dropped their shells along (he Russian 
position with terrible precision. AN 
the guns were iiring directly over the 
néads of their own men, but every 
shell went through to its mark with 
urerring accuracy. With a confidence 
that amounie! almost to a certainly 
the guns kept pounding the Russians, 
while the infantry poured in a terrifie 
tire. 

Put the Russians were showing some 
of their oid fighting. Their courage 
was no less than that of their antaz- 
onitsand pound them asthey woald 
the Japanese could not break their 
fire, And mow the children of the czar

Russiaa iine mention was made of a 
low hill just west of the sonical rock 
upon which their batteries had been 


pested. Immediately back of these 
gun positions is a smali field which 
had been under cultivation and is now 
bare of vegetation. It was half-past 
seven or a littic later when I. saw 
through my glasses a squad of Rus- 
sians coming up the western slope of 
this hill and running across the bald 
krob at the top. 

They were followed immediately by 
another squad and then another. At 
first it seemed that they were begin- 
ning to retreat but it soon became 
apparent that they were running to- 
ward the action instead of away from 
jt. They were in reality coming up 
from the “direction of Chu Liang 
Cheng and going into the main ridge 
there. 

Soon their heads began to appear 
above the top of the earthworks and 
immediately the Russian rifle fire in- 
creased in volume and viger. More 
and more men kept coming insqua is, 
and some of them crossed the bald 
krob. with incredible indifference to 
the fire the Japanese were aiming at 
them. The gunners had net yet seen 
them, and it seemed-a very long time 
before they were discovered. 

I did not look at my watch, but it 
seemed like ten minutes; perhaps it 
avas half that. Suddenly a puff of 
white smoke appeared in the air di- 
rectly above the knob and it wasevi- 
dent that some gunner had gent a 
shrapnel at the men who were cross- 
jnz it. Immediately others followed 
Tien 2 common shell struck the face 
ef the hill and exploded, sending up 
elcuds of dust and smoke. Now a doz- 
en, twenty, thirty guas were aimed 
at the same mark.

Only a row of 
dark heads above the ridge of earth 
was his mark, @ small target for a man 
spent and blown with rapid advanc!ng 
cover the soft footing of the yielding 
sands or lying prone and working L's 
rifle in front of him. 

The wide strip of gleaming sand was 
crossed at last. The Japanese were 
nearing their, goal. hey would not 
be denfed. Fire as they might, the 
Russians could not stop them. The 
bullets fell about them; in a cerfect 
hail and many a ‘one found its mark. 
but ch went the Hne with never a 
waver to show that it felt or thought 
of the jterribie task before it. Now 
came the wide stream of the Ai Ri‘v- 
er, with its swift current. There was 
no time to stop and consider. In they 
flunged and as fast as they ‘could 
go started across. Mo man had oppor- 
tunity to pick h’'s eway. He ent 
where his fate sent him, and if he 
found the water shallow that was his 
good fortune. If it jas deep he strug- 
giei with {t as best he could and kept 
going ahead. > 

The Russlans knew their opportun- 
ity. The Japanese could not return 
their fire while ‘in water, and the 
beads cam? mcre boicly out from the 
cover of the parapet and rifles were 
worked more rapidly than ever ., The 
bullets fell i. smowers about the ad- 
vancing line; and .man = after man 
went down into the vagter, to be pick- 
ed up by his comrades and dregged 
or carried to such safety es the lJead- 
pelted bank eculd afford. To many of 
the men the water was an added dan- 
ger, for In places it was up to their 
shculders, and there the swift cur- 
rent swept man after man off his feet. 
But all were on the alert for such m‘s- 
Laps, and when the man went down 
his fellows below caught him and got 
him on his feet again.

andthe whole line took it up and 
forged ahead. 

Their friends at the guns in the bat- 
teries back on the Island and up by 
Tiger H‘ll were working with all their 
might to protect the gallant fellows in 
their struggles with ‘the water. Now 
if ever, the guns were put to the last 
test of their power to stand rapid fire. 
If the Russfan bullets fell thick and 
fast about the heads of the men strug- 
gling across the river so too fell the 


shells about the Russian trench. It 


was awful to see the way they raked 
the Russian lines. 

Common shot were on the ground, 
and shrapnef In the air, scores of them 
pursting at once and covering the 
Russians with their leaden bullets and 
stee: fragments. Yet in spite cf it all 
the row of ‘heads above the breast- 
works steadily held their pos:tions. 

But the end was close at hand now, 
The men of the Guards div:sion were 
across, and some of them, scrom).ing 
upa hill a Ittle in front of the Rus- 
sian trench.

These were directly below the Rus- 
sian Iine, under the base oe? the con- 
crete reck. In epite of their long, st‘ff 
march over the soft sind and of ther 
hard struggle with the river there was 
still a run left in them, and they start- 
ed forward on ths double. Se, too, the 
mon of the Guards division went at 
their hil!l. Ahead of each line strode 
a ‘main carrying. a large Japanese fiag, 
warning thelr baiteries cf their posi- 
tion and show!ng a not-c3 to be very 
carefui where they sent their bullets. 

Up %o the very ‘ast the gunners 
kept 2helr m‘ssles whistling over the 
teads of their mates in advancing. 
When the men of the Guards divis.on 
were withia oniy a few hundred yards 
cf the bank the shells were bursting 
along the [ine of the Russian trench 
in front ‘of the concrete rock, on.y 4 
few feet above the water. It was an 
astonishing exhibition of confidence 
both in their own accuracy and in the 
everness of their explosives. Let but

absolute certainty as with the field 
guns. The first ymen of the Second 
division to rush the bank were swarm- 
ing up the far slopeq of the hill just 
at the west of the conical rock. They 
wero going to take the main trench 
directly tn -the flank and they were 
hurrying to get in ahead of the men 
of the Guards division, who were al- 
ready close within striking distance of 
the same trench in its front. A thick 
cluster of them rushed the top of the 
hill at the same time. 

Just as they did so a shell from one 
of the howitzers struck farly among 
them and burst. Instantly they start- 
ed on the run down the hill, but as 
they gathered in a bunch at the base 
a second shell struck there and explod- 
ed. Thirteen dark ‘figures left on the 
green slope where the first shot struck 
revealed the deadiy nature cf its work. 
We could not see what damage the 
second one did, but as we rode by the 
hill sixteen stow headboards marked 
the graves on the grassy slope. At 
first we thought the shells well dowa 
the river to the west of Chu-L:ang- 
Cheng, but when no more sheils came 
it was apparent the scelis had not 
been from them. 

The fight was cver row. The Rus- 
sians haa held on until they saw that 
further registaz:cc was useless. The en- 
emy was up the front and rear 
at the same time and there was noth- 
ing left tut to run or surrender. 
They chose to run, and they did so 
with sucn speed that it seemed but a 
moment between the time when the 
rarapet was dotted with their ‘heads 
ind -zvhen {t ‘yvas entirely clear of 
them. Tne line of the Guards di- 
vision swept*iown the face of the 
slope opposits the Russ.an trench un- 
ppesed, and chen a man with the flag 
crambiedg uo the hill and waved the 
mhiem ¢f ‘Dal Nippon” over the Rus- 
sian position. 

It was just ten m‘nutes to nine 
Yeleck. ‘Te fight has lasted a little 
less than three hours. » With undim- 
inished raplaity the men cf the Guards 
ard the Second divis‘on pushed over the 
ground from. whch they had driven 
the Russtans. -It was astonishing to 
sce them go so fast. They had been 
hard at work. Most of the night they 
rod marched a Zong distance over very 
stiff roads. “Moreover, they had been 
heid in readiness the second nignt pre- 
yious and had only such sleep as they 
could get in the flelds where they lay. 
To Bee men who had endured such an 
experierce now go torward on the dou- 
bie and keep ‘t up es they did twas 
a marvel. 

The time had now com for the. de- 
velopment @f General © Kuroki's full 
echeme. A few miles up the valley of 
the Af from the point where it washes 
the western base of Tiger Hill a trail 
strikes across the rugged hills to join 
the Manchurtan road. which it does five 
miles back of Chu-Liang-Cheng. At 
the game place the road from  An- 
tung effects the junction with the Man- 
darin road.

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sent the reserves about the’r work. Al- 
ready the reserves of the Twelfth di- 
vision had started up the valley of the 
Al and along the trail which leads from 
it to Homatan. Now the reserve of 
the Second division, pushing rapidly 
beyond Chu-Liang-Cheng struck north- 
wari over the hills, to come in on the 
Pekin road beyond Homatan. 

The reserves cf the Guards division 
followed through the hills a litle to 
the right of the road from Chu-L-ang- 
Cheng. The Twelfth division reserves 
had some mountain uns with them, 
and ao had the Guards. Tho country 
through which they had to go stands 
all on @nd, It ie nothing but sharp, 
rugged hilla. with sword clefts between 
ther for valleys. The Russians were 
in full fligtt along the road and the 
task of the reserves of the three divi- 
sions ‘as to concentrate at KRomatan 
in time to cut off tha retreat of the 
enemy.

The Russians, hard pressed by the 
vigorous pursu‘t, turned and made « 
stand ‘at Hemctan just as the Japan- 
ese commander nad expected they 
would. With one a ttaloe of infgntry 
fend two batteries they took ev“ a pos.- 
tion on the crest of the hill 2nd pre- 
pared resistance. : 

With amazing fortune three Japan- 
ese columns came cup practically at the 
wame time and attacked the hill togeth- 
ér, one, from the east, Qne from west 
and one from the south. Without wait- 
ing for thelr mountain guns the infan- 
try swarmed in and in the face cf the 
hottest fire the Russians cow deliver, 
st pported as {t was Dy the rifles of the 
battle Iine of the infantry, the Ja 
ese crdwied up the hill on three .

The Russian Side 

The Russian ministry of war has re- 
eeived a despatch from Lieut.-Gen. 
Zilansky, chief of staff to Gen. Kuro- 
petkin, dated June 3rd, in which he 
summarizes a written aceount by! Gon. 
Stoe-sel of events preceding the bat- 
tie of Kin Chou from the Russian 
¢tindpoint. “The situation May 21,” 
says Gen. Zilansky, ‘it appears te me 
fhat the Japaneso army had arrived 
be’ore Mourt Sampson, but had not 
berun the attask on the town of 
Kin Chou, which was oceupied by our 


troops. The enemy had occupied 
Merr peninsula and had sent large 
lighters ta NKkumeosza hax. These, 


however, had bsen obliged to retire 

owing t» the fire of our artillery. 

Qur troops ocsupic! positions on the 

southern shore of Khumevza bay at 

alien W-n,.2t Nan, Kuea Ling sta- 

tion, at Dalay, and oy all the bays.

The enemy’s squadron blockaded the 
entire cozst and fired heavily, some- 
times upon one bay, sometimes upon 
another, there was a heavy bombard- 
ment o2 Port Arthur the night of May 
8th, in which one soldier was killed 
and four wounded. The Japanese at- 
tempted a landing at Kerr bay, but 
were repulsed May 14th, losing one 
eraiser, which sunk. Japanese col- 
urns bezan the advances southward 
on May 15th by two routes, mareh- 
ing froin San Shipalo north of Kin 
Chou and Kotsialin. Moving as they 
did in close order, they suffered sev- 
erely from our artillery. The Kotsi- 
alin column also came undé¢r our in- 
fantry fire, which inflicted heavy 
losses. As the enemy’s advance de- 
veloped we perceived that they had 
six batteries of artillery and 24 bat- 
talions. In view of the enemy’s su- 
periority our detachments began to 
retire. Gen. Stoessel speaks in the 
highest praise of the officers and men 
participating. The force was compos- 
ed of Cassucks and Chasseurs, who oc- 
cupied the heights north of Kin Chou 
the morning of May 17 and isolated 
bodies of the enemy began tuo appear 
on the mountains. May 18 two com- 
penies of Japanese infantry attacked 
100 of our Cossacks on the western 
slope of Mount Sampson, but were re- 
pulsed. Our intelligence showed that 
the whole Japanese army north of San 
Shilipa. was composed of 39,090 infan- 
try and 1,500 cavalry. Our losses be- 
tween May 5-21 were 10 officers and 
175 men. The Russo-Japanese word 
and phrase books found upon Japan- 
ese pcisoners showed that these troops 


had evidently been destined for opera- 
tions against Port Arthur as the 
books were specially adapted to use 
im and abovt Por* Arthur and Dalny.”

Russia and the Jews 


The London Times has the following 
from its correspondent in Russia: In 
consequence of the (ransfer of all of 
the money thut the Russian covern- 
ment cin lay hands on to the war 
chet, the government will find itself 
compelled ts stop work on the various 
railways now in course on contrus- 
tion and postpone the starliag of 
rew lines finally desided upon. This. 
will naturally resnit im grave econ- 
omic ant even political calamities, and 
the cism‘ssai of mang” thousands of 
Inhorera is like’y to lead.to a scrious 
otoresk oS *idlenes.- 


In the face of these alarming pros- 
pects, M. Plehve, according to good 
authority, is endeavoring to raise a 
new loan. The Eurepean market has 
been approached by @ number of Jew~ 
ish bankers ef Russia, who, however, 
declined to move in the matter until 
M. Plehve made certain concessions in 
favor of the Jews in Russia. Press- 
ed by the bankers, M. Plehve issued a 
secret circular to all-provinciai gov- 
ernments, enjoinins them to refrain 
from embarra-sinzy the Jews, even 
when found o t ide of areas allotted 
to them for re iionce. Further, M. 
Plehve was in‘:ced to take a step to- 
ward the withdrawal of the decree 
forbidding Jews to reside within fifty 
versts of the Western frontier. 

The opinion of the discontented ele- 
ments of Russia, as far as I have as- 


certained, is bs no means in favor of | 


this scheme. They consider M. 
Pliehve’s power the most pressing evil 
in Russia. The Russian opposition, 
and for that matter, nearly the whole 
Russian public, find little to commend 
in any measure caloulated to relieve 
him from the precarious position 
which he has largely brought upon 
himeetf. Jesides, they have had too 
much experience to pin faith to an; 
promise M. Plehve may make. They 
anticipate he would curtly wave aside 
the fulfilment of this promise under 
some pretext or other, accordinz to 
the pressurc of circumstanecs. At 
the hest the reforms will be but tem- 
porary, and at ali events it’ ie highly 
problematical what the Borlin bank- 
ers expect to gain by obtaining this 
eondition, which would be more than 
courterPalanc7d by the strength they 
would add to M. Fichve’s position by 
finding for him the moner he so badly 
wants

Mr. Sulifvan gave the following in- 
terview on kis trip: “We went from 
Kirkella west on the Pheasant Hills 
branch to the end of the track, whiich 
mow. extends for a distance of 134 
miles, that fs, as far as Belcarries.
